Newell shouted tc 
several men in the alley to give the 
alarm and to alarm the inmates of the 
building. Several hurried to do this. 
but by the time they reached the first 
•floor of the building, the flames had 
been carried to the roof, haa eaten 
through it and were leaping high in the 
=air. 


Several of the patients jnmped from 


.the windows to the pavement. The 
'.fire department was on the scene in 
•a few minutes and as the windows were 
filled with people shrieking for help, 
the firemen devoted their first efforts 
"to save lives and allowed the fire tc 
burn. While this was the means ol 
jsavlng a large number of people, whc 
wrere carried down the ladders by the 
firemen, it gave the fire such a head- 
.way that there was almost no chance 
lor those on the upper floors of the 
building to make their escape, and suet
